Figures As To Meter Rates. 


Newark water consumers who call 


at the Advocate ottce make criticism 


of this statement in" Mr. Vcach's arti- 
cle on the water works question, rep- 
esentlng what he alleges to be the 
gross receipts of the water company 
or water for the past year. We here- 
with give Mr. Veacli's figures: 


"The gross earnings ol the water 


company for the last fiscal year (after 
being in business 15 ye'ars) were con 
siderably less than $30,000, being $29, 
164.29, including the $12,000 received 
fiom Ihe city for hydrant rentals; de- 
ducting the $12,900, we have $16,264.29 
representing the total earnings for the 
sales of water proper. The total gal- 
lons of water pumped for the last year 
were 512,000,000. The gross sales of 
this water amounted to $29,164.29, as 
above mentioned. Eighty-two millions, 
or 10 per cent of the 512,000,000 gal 
Ions, was sold by meter for $9,473.36. 
slightly less than eleven (11) cents 
per 1000 gallons. The remaining 430, 
000,000, or 84 per cent of the 512,000, 
QOO, including the cilj hydrant rentals 
ol $12,900, produced a total earning c£ 
$19,690.93, or about 4 1-2 cents (4 58) 
per. 1000 
gallons. By dividing the 


gross earnings', $29,164.29, by the total 
of 512,000,000 gallons, it is shown that 
the water company earned not quite 
six (6) cents (5.70) for each 1000 gal- 
lons of water pumped during the 
year." 


How the water company only realiz- 


es $9,473.36 out of 82 million gallons is 
what puzzles the people who are com- 
ing to the Advocate office with their 
receipts showing they paid 35 cents 
per 1000 gallons. 


The meter rates fixed in the contract 


with the city are as follows: 
100 to 500 gallons per day, 35 cents per 


thousand. 


500 to 1000 gallons per day, 30 cents 


per thousand.. 


1000 to 2000 gallons per day, 25 cents 


per thousand. 


2000 to 4000 gallons per day, 20 cents 


per thousand 


Over 4000 gallons per day, 15 cents 


per thousand. 


It is fair to presume that a fair aver- 


~age of the above 'rates would be 25 
cents per 1000 gallons, as that is the 
medium figure between 35 and 
15 


But place it at 20 cents per thousand 
and we see that the result would be 
$16,400.00. Either Mr. Veachs' figures 
therefore ($9473.36) are wrong, or else 
somebody is getting water at lowei 
rates than these complaining consum 
ers pay.
